SIR, 

M ON G the great Numbers 
A who drink Tar- Water in Dud- 
iin, your Letter informs me there 
are feveral, that make it too weak 
or too ftrong, or ufe it in an undue 
Manner. 'To obviate thefe Inconve- 
niences, and render this Water as 
generally ufeful as poffible, you de- 
ire | would draw up fome Rules 
and Remarks in a fmall Compafs; 
which, accordingly, I here fend you. 
_ Norwegian Tar, being the moft 
liquid, mixeth beft with Water. Put 
2 Gallon of cold Water to a Quart 
of this Tar; ftir and work them very 
lrongly together, with a flat Stick, 
‘or about four Minutes. Let the 
Veffel ftand covered 48 Hours, that 
the Tar may fubfide. Then 
the clear Water, and keep it clofe 
covered, or rather bottled, and well 
lopped, for Ufe. This may do for 
‘general Rule; but as Stomachs and 


Conftitutions are fo various, for par- 
ticular Perfons, their own Experi:

Prince who had made the Partition Treaty, 
and therein fully provided, as he thought, 
for the Intereft of his dear Cotintry, the 
United Provinces. He had made this Treaty 
(the Ground of a ten Years War afterward 
to England) without the Advice of an 
Englifo Parliament, or even an Englif> 
Council, by the fole Adminiftration ot his 
Dutch Favourite the Earl of Portland. For 


the Duke of Anjou, Grandfon of Lewis C Lord Somers, who was fufpected of having 


XIV, whofe Right arofe from the Wii! of 
the King of Spaim, procured by France, 
notwithftanding her other Engagement. 
The Dutch were in Danger of being over- 
run by the powerful Neighbourhood of the 
French King, whofe Armies had already 
keized all the Spanifb Succeffion on their 
Frontier, under the Name of neutral Troops, 
taking upon them to execute this Will, 
contrary to Treaty. 

For our Parts, we lad Reafon to expect 
better Conditions of Trade from an Ax- 
free Prince on the Spanifo Throne, than 
fom a Prince of the Line of Lewis XIV. 
who had been Jong labouring to increafe 
the Trade of France, and to bear down

_ Some Intereft we had, butnot the greateft, 
w the Succeffion to the Dominions of the 
King of Spain: For the greateft Intereft 
was to that Family and Nation, a Prince 
of which was to fucceed. ‘The greateft 
intereft therefore, on the Side of the Al- 
lance, was to the Empercr, whofe Son was 
te Claimant under the Treaty of Par i- 
ton. The Emperor, according to com- 
hon Senfe, thould have been the Principal 
7, ‘ue War againft France, and we Auxi- 
*'s only, in refpeét of this Succeffion. 
On the Side of the Merherlands, there 
Ws fome Danger to us, from. the French 
Vowing too powerful: But that Danger 








or Contract of Partition, was afterwards 
condemned in Parliament, as a dangerous 
and bad Meafure, and made criminal in 
thofe who tranfacted it: And yet that the 
not fulfilling of this Bargain, on the Side 
of the French, was the true and real Mo- 
tive of the fucceeding War, to which fu- 
ture Parliaments gave fo liberally. 

The Majority of the Houfe of Commons 
which cenfured the Partition Treaty, were 
Men of bufy, inquifitive Spirits, who 
thought it their Duty to contend for the 
People, as well as to ferve the Crown: 
Whereas the Parliament that followed, 
which was this Monarch’s laft, appears to 
have been more complying, and in no wife 


G inclined to traverfe his Majefty’s Inclina- 


‘tions. It took immediate Fire at _ << 
front put. upon their Sovereign by 
French Court, and refolved on a prefent 


Supply, both for Land and Sea Service, in 
order 


a 
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order to enable hls Majeity to make good 
his Alliances. 

In this Fit of Zeal it was no Wonder, 
that we were immediately running into 
the War as Principals. It was what his 
Majefty wanted : He had formed the Grand 
Confederacy in his lait Tour to Holland, | 
and only waited for this favourable Con- A 
juncture at home to put it in Motion. 

hile the former penurious and fcrupulous 
Set of Members continued, Philp of Bour- 
bon had been acknowledged King of Spain 
both by us and the Dutch. For the latter, 
tho’ infinitely more nearly concerned, would 
not engage in the Tafk of recovering the 
Spanifh Monarchy, nor even the Netherland 
Part of it, till they were fure of England 
to bear her great Part of the Burden, tho’ 
fhe could promife herfelf but a very {mall 
Share in the Benefit. 

Who can doubt but this Vidlencé of 
Loyalty and Bounty at home, the Defect 
of which had been fo much complained of 
in the former War, filled the Royal Mind, 
which Bithop Burner juft before reprefents C 
as grown weary, and as it were alienated 
from the Exglijh Affairs, with freth Vigour 
and Refentment againft France ? The Dutch 
at the fame Time, who knew before the 
Good-will of their Sradtholder, could not 
but be pleafed that he had it now in his 
Power to pay off the Scores of 1672, when 
Lewis X1V. moft unjuftly invaded their 
Republick. The Experor, who perhaps D 
would have found the War in Itai, al- 
ready begun, enough for himfelf, and 
might have been content with the M:/z- 
neje and Naples for his Part of the Span 
Succeffion, began now to entertain Views 
upon the Whole. 

Bat in the Midit of this flattering Pro- 
fpe& for his Allies, died our great and gio- E 
rious Deliverer. What a Damp did this 
caft at Vienna and the Hegue, where it 
could hardly be hoped that a new Sove- 
reign of England, who in her firft Specch 
declared the had an Heart entirely Englifb, 
would fall in dire@ly with all the foreign 
Views of her Predeceffor! It darted a Kind 
of new Light thro’ Holland and Germany, 
when the Earl’ of Marlborough, General in F 
Chief and Plenipotentiary to their High 
Mightinetfes, affured the States General, 
that his Miftrefs would ftand by all the 
Engagements entered into by her Royal 
Brother, for preferving the Liberties of 
Europe, and reducing the exceffive Power 
of France within juft Bounds. 

Upon thefe Pretenfions the Crand Al4,G 
ance fet out, and it is well Known with 
what Succefs they proceeded. That the 
Liberties of Europe were in Danger, and 
the Power of France was indeed exceffive, 
@annvot be denjed; But that we were af- 
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fected equally with the Emperor; of tha 
States General, cannot in common Senfe 
be pretended ; and yet it is notorious thai 
neither of thefe bore a Proportion any Way 
adequate to us. 

The real and prime Motives of the pre- 
fent War, are in moft Refpects the ‘ame 
with thofe we have enumerated, and con- 
fequently out Share in it now ought to bé 
no more than it ought to have been then, 
For as the two main Points were then a 
difputed Succeffion, and the Danger of the 
Dutch from the Neighbourhood of France, 
Who does not fee that they are the fame az 
prefent ? The Pragmatick Sanfion was a 
Provifion againft the Death of the Emperor 


B Charles V1. as the Partition Treaty had been 


againft the Death of the King of Spaz. 

But the Durth guaranteed this SanZion 
as well as we, and have in !ntereft more 
Reafons for fupporting it: Nor do I think 
any other Caufe can be fairly affigned for 
their negleéting to keep equal Pace with 
us, but their Confidence, from paft Expe- 
rience, that we will do moft of their Work 
for them: Unlefs they, who are nearer it, 
have not fo great Apprehenfion of the 
Common Danger, as we. 

As to other Motives befides that of the 
Common Caufe, I will not fay that they 
are the fame now as they were at the Be- 
ginning of 1702. But if there can be now 
juftly fuppofed any Latent Seeds of private 
Refentment, fot Infults received under 2 
State of Incapacity to retort them, tho’ 
they do not properly regard Great Britain; 
may not fomewhat be reafonably aicribed 
to thefe in the fending abroad of large 
Land Armies, when our Strength might 
more efféétually exert itfelf on the Ocean 
for our own Advantage ? 

Having thus compared the apparent and 
fufpeéted Circumftances, that diftingu/h 
the Beginning of the laf War, with thoic 
of the prefent, it remains to take ‘ome 
fhort Notice of thofe Particulars, in whi! 
the two Conjunétures difagree.—But here 
I thal! only fay, that in 1702; we had not 
a Debt of above so Millions, nor were all 
the Sources of Supply drained to the ut- 
moft ; that we did not then engage till 
fufficient Confederacy was formed and ce- 
mented, which co-operated with Harmony 
at the firft fetting out; that we did not 
infilt the Enemy, before we had Power r 
hurt him, and give him the Advantage ° 
a prior open Declaration, which may * 
leaft ferve for a Pretext of Non-Perior- 
mance, to thofe who are by Treaty bound 
to affift us ; ina Word, that we <id no 
begin without Hopes in the firft Campaigns 
and that thefe Hopes were not wholly “/-

fary Preparations for the Siege of 
fenin, opened the Trenches before that 
Place on the 318th paft, and on the 24th 
the Garifon, which was not above 140 
Men, furrender’d the Place, upon obtain- 
ing a very honourahle Capitulation, From 
hence the French Army marched direCly 
and inveited ?}rs, and having opened the 
Trenches on the 7th Inftant, they plied 
their Batteries fo diligently and fo effec- 
tually, that in the Night between the 13th 
and 14th, after having been twice repulfed, 
they made them elves Mafters of the co- 
vered Way, and of the lower Town, 
where feveral Officers and Soldiers were 
mace Prifoners; whereupon the Gover- 
nor called a Council of War, in which it 
was refolved to demand a Capitulation. 
Accordingly on the 1sth, in the Evening, 
the Chamade was beat, and next Day the 
‘Town was furrendered upon honourable 
Terms, which the French are fo wife as 
never to refufe to grant, if the Garifon 
has the leaft Probability of being able to 
hold out but for a few Days longer. The 
very fame Day they fent a large Detach- 
ment to invelt Fort Knocgue, and another 
to inveit Furnes; and from the feeble Re- 
fiftance they met with at Afenin and Ypres, 
which are two of the ftrongeft Places in 
landers, we may make fome Judgment of 
the Progrefs they will make this Cam- 
paign, if no fuflicient Army can be formed 
for oprofing them, which is far from be- 
ing the Cafe at prefent ; for tho’ the Allied 
Army moved from Afebe and incamped 
upon the Sche/d near Oudenard., they never 
once attempted to difturb the Enemy in 
the Siexe of either of thefe Places. 

The French and Spanifh Army in Pred- 
mont, after taking Mount Alan and Filla 
Franca, as mentioned in our lat, made 
them cives Matters of Aquad ce, Be g610, 
Seworge, and Cefighone, in their March to 
which lait Place, they were cbliged to pats 
through fuch narrow Ways that their Sol- 
diers were forced to march one by one, 
with dreadful Precipices on each Side, and 
yet, in this March, we do not hear they 
met with any Refiftance from the Predr:on- 
tefe. Aftey this the French and Spanifh 
Troops feparated , the former having march- 
ed towards Chatcau Dauphine, under the 
Command of the rince of Conti, in order 
to force their Palace upon that Side ; and 
towards the End of laft Month the latter, 
under the Command of the Marquis de /:s 
Minas, marched towards Oveglia, with 
Defign to attack the Piedmonrefe Troops 
potted in that difficult Pafs, which all our 
former Advices had reprefented as imprac- 
ticable ; but by our laft Accounts from 
thence, this PafS was abandoned by the 
Piedmowefe upon the Approach of the

The Spanijb Army under Count Gop, 
having been drove into the Kingdom of 
Napls by the Auftrian Army under Prince 
Loorowitz, and being there joined by the 
Army of the King of the two Sjrilic. 
Prince Labtowitz, after receiving proper 
InftruGions from the Court of Vienna, re. 
folved to attack his Sictan Maijefty’s Do- 
minions, and for that Purpofe marched 
with his Army towards Rome, in order to 
enter that Way into the Kingdom of Nv. 
ples. Upon this his Sielian Majefty, with 
the Combined Army under his Command, 
refolved to meet him, and marched into 
the Pope’s ‘Territories as far as Mozte Rv- 
tondo; but upon the Approach of the 4:- 
friars, the Combined Army retreated to 
a ftrong Camp near Velletri, and were fo! 
lowed by the Avffrians, fo that the tw 
Armies, by our: laft Advices, were en- 
camped within Cannon-fhot of each other 
and muit foon come to an Engagement, 
or the Combined Army muft, for want ci 
Water and Provifions, retreat into tle 
Kingdom of Naples ; and even in this, it 
is faid, they would find great Difficulty, i/ 
there were any Britifb Men of War upon 
the Coaft to interrupt their Paffage. 

The grand Axfizian Army under the 
Command of Prince Charles of Lorrain, 
having affembled at Heilbron, marched from 
thence before the End of laft Month to- 
wards Mentz, in order to pafs the Kfire 
fomewhere near to that City ; and on the 
other hand the Frenco Army under Mar- 
fhal de Corgry are preparing for oppofirg 
their Paflage, and for that Purpoie have 
taken Poileffion of Spire, Worms, Uppenhar, 
and all that Part of the Palatinate, lying 
above Mertz. As the A: frrians marcltd 
from Heslbron, fome Skirmifhes happet*¢ 
between their Huffars, and fome Partes 
belonging to the Fmperor’s Army ¢- 
camped in a firong Camp near Philip/erg 
which have put an End to the Neutrality 
between thofe twp Armies, and botli Par- 
ties alledge that the Neutrality was firtt 
infringed by the other ; but whether Prince 
Charles will attack the Imperial Army be- 
fore he attempts paffing the Rérne, 1s 9 
Queftion that cannot as yet be determines. 

Having thus given an Abftraét of '¢ 
warlike Operations in Europe, 1 fhall next 
give a fhort Account of the moft material 
Negotiations. On the 17th of Jaft Mont, 
the Count de #’affenaer, the Datch A™- 
baffador, took his Leave of his Moft Chr'- 


jan Majefty, and fet out on his a

to the Hague, where, it was thought, his 
Arrival would have determined the Refo- 
jutions of the States General ; but as yet 
they have come to no Determination, and 
they even talk of Count #affenaer’s return- 
ne to the French Court, where he left his 
Secretary to take care of the Affairs of the 
Republick during his Abfence ; and what 
f-llows makes it probable, the Dutch will 
not enter as Principals into the prefent War. 
On the 14th of laft Month died, in the 
soth Year of his Age, at Aurick, Charles 
Edword, Prince of Eaf Friefland, and as 
le was the laft Male Heir of his Family, 
his Principality devolves, by Contract of 
Confraternity, to the King of Pruffia, who 
immediately took Poffeffion of it. As the 
Princes of Eaft Friefland have long had a 
Conte with the Dutch about the City of 
Embden, and Fortrefs of Licroort, which, 
tho’ Part of that Principality, are now, 
and have many Vears been in the Poffef- 
fon of the Durch, this Accident muft give 
them fome Uneafinefs, notwithftanding the 
following Memorial, delivered the 22d paft 
by the Prufian Envoy at the Hague, im- 
porting, “* That the.Moment his Pruffian 
Majefty heard of the Death of the Prince 
of Laft-Fricfland, his firft Care was to 
gve their High Mightineffes a frefh Proof 
of the fincere Friendfhip which he defires 
seep up with them: That for this Pur- 
pote he had receiv’d Orders to return hi- 
ther forthwith, and declare to their High 
Mightineffes, that the King his Mafter 
having refolv’d to take Poffeffion of the 
Terntories that have devolv’d to him by 
Death of that Prince, and to maintain 
velf therein by all the Means that God 
hes put in his Power, his Pruffian Majefty 
as not the lefs difpos’d to come to a right 
Underftanding with the Republick about 
Wiat might relate to her Jntereft or Con- 
“uency on this Occafion: Wherefore he 
s authoriz’d to receive a Gommunica- 
"ten of their High Mightineffes Defire in 
“gard to this Affair, and that they had 
‘it entirely in their Power to experi- 
‘ice, on this Occafion, the Effeét of that 
Re ard which his Pruffian Majefty has al- 
way had for the Republick, &c.’”

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I have, in the moft earneft Manner, preffed 
his Prufian Majefty, that he would, con- 
formable to the fecret Articles of the Treaty 
of Breflaw, and the Tenor of that of Wef- 
minfler, give, as foon as poffible, Orders 
for caufing the Succour of Troops, which 
he is obliged by thofe Treaties to furnith, 
to march upon the firft Notice. On the 
Sth I had a private Audience of the King 
upon this Subject, when his Prufian Ma- 
jefty, after having hearkened to me with 
great Attention, and having made a fhort 
Paufe, faid, ‘* His Britannick Majeity can- 
not render me greater Juftice than in not 
doubting of my Punctuality to execute the 
Treaties I have concluded with him. My 
Intention is to confirm him in this Idea, 
by faithfully and literally fulfilling all my 
Engagements. Not only 10,000 Men fhalf 
be ready for the King your Mafter, when 
it happens that he is firft attack’d, but f 
will with Pleafure, in fuch Cafe, fupply 
him even with 30,000, and, if needful, [ 
will go at their Head to defend Great Bri- 
tain. But the Cafe in Queftion is quite 
different ; his Moft Chriftian Majefty pre- 
tends not to be the Aggreffor ; he has af- 
fur’d me that he is not, and, on the con- 
trary, maintains that he is the offended 
and even injured Party ; and that his Bri- 
tannick Majefty is the Party attacking, hav- 
ing caufed his Troops to march into A/face, 
and to make Irruptions into that Province, 
Tam, confequently, in the firft Place, in- 
difpenfably bound to ferioufly examine the 
Reafons of both Sides, to the End that I 
may not deviate from any of the Treaties 
I have entered into. In the mean Time 
his Britannick Majefty may reft affured, 
that I fhall take no Step which fhall be con- 
trary to the Neutrality which I am refolved 
pundtually to obferve, unlefs any Power of 
the Empire fhould give me Occafion to 
change my Refolution in this Refpeét.’’ 

* Your Majefty will eafily imagine, that 
a Declaration which was as indeterminate 
and equivocal as it was unexpected, could 
not fail of extremely furprifing me, and 
tho’ I was in a Manner itruck dumb, yet 
I fo far recovered myfelf as to urge every 
Reafon which might probably, and with 
Juftice, caufe the French King to be con- 
fider’d as the firft and fole Agzreffor ; but 
this had no Effeét.* His Projfian Majefty 
replied, ** All the%e Reafons trom you are 
excellent, but how can you be affured that 
his Moft Chrittian Majefty will not alledge 
fome on his Side that are as weighty, and 
that will plainly thew his Britannrck Ma- 
jefty to be the Aecreffor.’” * I was pre- 

ring for a fuitable Anfwer, but h.s Pruf- 
‘fian Majefty determined the Audience, by 
giving me to underftind that it was the 
Day of extraordinary Difpatcltg, and that 
Time preffed.’
